The coming ten days will be a season of 
rumors and canards. There will be plenty 
more such statements as that which Chair- 
man Jones of Pittsburg was busy denying 
yesterday—a story to the effect that he has 
in his pocket a letter from Mr. Blaine abso- 
lutely declining the nomination and naming 
John Sherman as his heir and administrator. 
Of course the report wag absurd. Why Mr. 
Blaine should decline a nomination which he 
has already twice declined is more than any 
one can imagine, and as for John Sherman 
being the heir, that is encroaching upon 
credulity. 


Developments of real significance ¥ are 
hkely to come slowly in this contest. Heads 
of messes,” like individual delegates, will 
not reach a conclusion or form an alliance 
hastily. After Sunday Cnicago will be one 
vast camp of missionary workers, but in ail 
probability littie more will be known about 
the trend of affairs before Wednesday er 
Thursday. A considerable number of dele- 
gates are sure to be anxious to go with the 
winner, This desire to get with the winner 
is something that crops out in all big con- 
ventions, and of itself constitutes a great 
element of doubt and increases the chances 
for an accident or a dark horse. 


An intelligent man yesterday gave this 
diagnosis of the case: Sherman has one 
chance to win. If he can hold a large part of 
Pennsylvania and get a majority of New 
York he will be the nominee. Harrison has 
two chances to win. Should New York and 
New Jersey combine on him, and the Pacific 
coast withdraw its deadly fire from him on 
the Chinese question, he could win. Alger 
has one chance, ana it rests entirely with 
New York. Gresham has three chances. 
Should Harrison develop but little strength, 
and two-thirds of the Indiana delegation 
suddenly leave him and go for Gresham, the 
latter would win. Should Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, and Massachusetts give Gresh- 
am a big vote he would go through without 
New York. Should a majority of the New 
York delegation go for him he would be nom- 
inated onthe first bailot. You will notice 
that most of my contingencies come back to 
ex-Senator Piatt and his friends. Thatis a 
big power to place practically in one man’s 
bands.“ 


Burchard is evidently not forgotten. A 
letter was yesterday received at Gresham 
headquarters from the publisher of a relig- 
ious paper, offering to supply copies of the 
publication containing a sketch of Judge 
Gresham and an article booming him for the 
Presidental nomination. In all probability 
the offer is a Burchard trap, designed to 
rouse against Gresham the animosity of all 
those churchmen who do not agree with the 
sect represented by the sheet spoken of. A 
friend of Judge Gresham’s promptly replied 
that the Judge’s candidacy rested on 
no sectarian basis, and that while 
the good opinion of all men was 
hoped for no special advocacy by the 
organ of a denomination could be invited. If 
copies of a paper seemingly friendly to Judge 
Gresham but really designed to injure him 
by rousing sectarian prejudices are put in 
circulation, as they probably will be, it 
should be known that the enterprise is a 
trick and that it has not the sanction of any 
of Judge Gresham’s friends. 


About the only delegates in town supposed 
to be in an open frame of mind are three or 
four colored men from the South. Conspicu- 
ous among these is N. W. Cuney 
of Galveston, one of the delegates 
at-large from Texas. Mr. Cuney 
is a fair type of the intelligent, thnfty 
colored man from the former slave section. 
A keen judge of human nature, alert, tongue 
and eye quick, with a cool head and admira- 
ble manners, he is certainly the peer ot any 
delegate on the field. I asked Mr. Cuney 
what Texas was going to do, and his reply 
was brief and pointed: We were all 
Blaine men before the Paris letter was 
written. Now we have no preferences. We 
want to follow the North in the nomination 
of a man who can carry the election.” And 
though Mr. Cuney, whois a leading man in 
the Texas delegation, was ali day surrounded 
by the friends of the various candidates, 
more than this could not be wrung from him. 
Cuney is a stevedore on the docks of Galves- 
ton, employs a good many men in the busy 
season, and is a man of some means. 


More outspoken than his brother from 
Texas is T. W. Stringer (colored), a delegate- 
at-large from Mississippi. Stringer, who is 
a minister of the Gospel at Vicksburg, has a 
round, good-natured face, expressive of in- 
telligence and shrewdness, a bright eye, and 
a positive manner of speaking his opinions 
which quite astonishes some of the mission- 
aries who approach him and expect to find in 
the colored brother one easily influenced. ‘+I 
am for Sherman,” saia Dr. Stringer. “We 
wart a man we can depend on; one who has 
said what he will do for our section if he 
should be elected. We want aman who is 
on record in favor of protecting the bailot in 
the South, and John Sherman is the man.“ 


It would be a rather uresque and inter- 
esting development if fifteen or twenty col- 
ored ministers from the South were in the 
end to control this nomination. All told, 
there are in the convention about fifty col- 
ored delegates, one-third or more of whoin 
are preachers. In the South the colored 
preacher is generally the man of greatest in- 
telligence in his community, and about the 
most influential. They take great interest in 
politics, and their influence is generally cast 
in the right direction. These men are lead- 
ers among the colored delegates from their 
States, and will be much run atter before 
the convention is over. Already the colored 
men of Chicago are showing those who have 
arrived many social attentions. 


One of the taces familiar at gatherings of 
this sort for twenty years or more is that of 
Chauncey I. Filley of St. Louis. Mr. Filley 
wears the same old black hat of military cut 
that has been seen waving in the frontofa 
hundred political battles. One naturally asks 
Filley what Missouri is going to do, but in re- 
piy Filley merely says: Missouri is unin- 
structed ana unpledged. We are for the can- 
didate who can Carry the most States that 
will give their Electoral votes to the Repub- 
lican party.” Mr. Filley, who bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to Gen. Grant, is as likely 
to land in the Sherman camp as anywhere. 


M. Halstead is a man of ideas as well as 
words. Probably he is the only man in town 
who has given a thought to the platform to 
be adopted next week. Mr. Halstead's 
recipe for a safe Republican platform is 
„The Constitution of the United States.“

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ANIMALS FOR THE PARK | 


AN IMPORTANT PURCHASE FOR LIN- 
“COLN PARK’S MENAGERIE. 


The Commissioners Buy of Messrs. Barnum 
& Balley an Elephaat, Camel, Lioness, 
Two Leopards, Two Bengal Tigers, an 
Ibex, Zebu, and Liama—The Old Show- 
man’s Liberality—How the Negotiations 
Were Carried On. 


Chicago has an elephant of its own. Last 
night Mr. J. A. Bailey, half-proprietor of 


Barnum’s circus, sold to the Park Commis- 


sioners a female elephant, 8 years old, born 
in Australia, and named ‘The Dutch.” 
As soon as tre show finishes its engagement 
here “The Dutch” will be placed in the 
park, where suitabie apartments will be pro- 
vided in the quarter now allotted to the buf- 
faloes. 

In addition to the elephant the Park Com- 
missioners, by the same transaction, have 
purchased a camel, a lioness, two Bengal 
tigers, two leopards, a zebu, a llama, and 
an ibex. The camel will room with 
the Montana eik, which has long been 
an ornament of the park. The tigers 
will be initiated into the ways of Chicago by 
the man-eater that Mr. Harris, the showman, 
has lent to the Commissioners. The lioness 
will occupy a cage which had already been 
constructed for a mountain lion. The leop- 
ards will be placed under the care of the two 
Polar bears that the Commissioners brought 
from New York. The zebu, llama, and ibex 
will receive careful attention from the buf- 
faloes that have been hitherto the. pride of 
the collection. In this way the strangers 
will soon learn the habit of the ‘North Side, 


and will study to deserve the patronage’ 


which they are sure to receive. 

Nobody was more surprised than Mr. Bai- 
ley when Secretary Taylor called on him 
Monday and said: Mr. Bailey, how are you 
off for animals?” 

„Quite well, sir,“ he replied, after a pause. 
How are you!“ 

I've been thinking.“ said Mr. Tavlor, 
that I might like to get an elephant or two.“ 

“What on earth,” cried Mr. Bailey, 
“should you do with an elephant or two!“ 

„No city,’’ said Mr. Taylor, sententiously, 
“can take important rank until it owns an 
elephant. An elephant is the emblem of its 
progress, the mark of its civilization.”’ 

“You have so far got along pretty well 
without an elephant,”’ ventured Mr. Bailey. 

“So you think,” said Mr. Taylor, shaking 
his head But appearances are deceptive. 
Something has been lacking in our civiliza- 
tion. Philosophers bave sought that some- 
thing in vain. I said to the Commissioners 
of Lincoln Park, ‘Gentlemen, I know what

Barnum, but promptly telegraphed that gen- 
tleman, who replied that if they should make 
such a gift to Chicago every city in the coun- 
try that had a zodlogical garden would expect 
a similar donation, and that it would be in- 
judicious to establish such a precedent. Both 
gentlemen, however, felt kindly disposed 
toward Chicago, for its always having treat- 
ed them so liberally, and they were inclined 
to be generous.

Commissioners. Long deliberations ensued. 
It was generally held that the elephant was 
an instructive animal, bright, inaustrious, 
setting a good example to the rising genera- 
tion. ° 

„In that case.“ said Commissioner May. 
“why not take a camel!“ 

A camel has many good points,” said the 
rest of the board; let us take a camel. 

The lioness, tigers, and leopards were then 
proposed for membership. Their reputation 
as predatory animals was not neld to debar 
them. Their surroundings in the circus had 
not been of an aristocratic nature. Never- 
theless,’’ said the Commissioner, * the refin- 
ing influence of Lincoln Park is great. The 
Polar bears were desperately sulky when 
they came here. Today they play affably 
with the children and munch popcorn with 
relish.”’ 

„Wat is the elephant's price?” asked the 
Commissioners, somewhat relieved. 

„Five thousand dollars,“ said Mr. Bailey. 

„Too much, too much,“ replied the Com- 
missioners. ‘“‘We could have purchased 
Jumbo for less.“ 

“fll give vou the“ lioness, leopards, and 
tigers into the bargain,” said he. 

And the camel“ asked they. 

„And the camel as well,” he replied. 

„Make it $2,500 for everything.“ urged the 
Park Commissioners. 

Mr. Bailey consulted with Mr. Barnum by 
wire and a figure was reached, and the Com- 
missioners agreed to it. They will not make 
it public, but as it was only a moderate price 
for a first-class elephant the transaction par- 
takes largely of the character of a gift. 
The sale was the largest single one of the 
kind ever made, and Messrs. Barnum & 
Bailey showed great liberality. The elephant 
is a young female. It is in perfect condi- 
tion, stands six feet and a half high, and will 
grow to nine feet.

They had refreshments, of which all 
partook, among other things some cheese. 
An hour after some of the children 
were taken violently sick, purging and 
vomiting and growing rapidly worse. Dr. 
Collins of St. Peter was caled. There were 
nineteen cases of children and adults, some 
of them going into spasms and becoming 
insensible. With much difficulty ail recov- 
ered. The universal opinion was that the 
cheese caused their sickness. The marks on 
the box showed that it came through the 
commission-house of Alien, Moore & Co. of 
St. Paul, and was originally brought from 
Wisconsin. The exact mark was A. & . 
Beckwith, full cream, Lone Rock, Wis. There 
was a suspicion that the cheese came from 
Rochester, but 1 think the blame is 
clearly off our State and on the Badger com 
munity. I brought some of the cheese down 
with me and have given it to Dr. Drew, the 
State Chemist, for analysis. We cannot tell 
yet whether there is arsenic in it or not; 
perhaps there was no other toxical element 
in it than may have been produced by the 
chemical action of the curd. There have 
been several cases of cheése-poisoning and 
we are going to the bottom of the matter 
now.“ ;

Petroleum Settles the Grasshoppers. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 13.—([Special.j— 
Prot. Lugger, State Entomologist, has been ex- 
ploring the Otter Tail region for locusts, and re- 
ports that over an areaof 100 square miles he has 
found an average of twelve genuine Rocky Mount- 
ain locusts to the square inch. A great deal of 
damage has already been done by them. and 
Prof. Lugger has gone back armed for warfare 
in the hope of preventing further harm. He has 
received four ear- loads of material from Gov. Me- 
Gill. The main weapon is a sheet of canvas fif- 
teen feet wide stretched over a frame. There is 
a trough at the upper edge of this which is kept 
filled with petroleum. This is allowed to run 
down gradually over the canvas. The canvas is 
drawn along over the fields, and the locusts, fly- 
ing up agaiust it, come in contact with the petro- 
leum-saturated canvas. A single touch Js enough 
to Kill them.

SHERMAN’S ALLEGED STRENGTH AND OF 
WHAT IT CONSISTS. | g 

The favorit tactics of some of the boomers 
for candidates 1s to brandish in the fate of 
the country a great show of strength for 
their respective favorit sons.“ No -candi- 
date has played this game of brag so much 
or so boidly as the alleged favorit son of 
Ohio. Four years ago, eight years ago, and 
now Sherman’s strength in the convention, 
outside of Ohio, was drawn chiefly from the 
Southern Democratic States, which would 
not contribute a solitary Electoral vote to him 
or any other Repubhean candidate. They 
would not be permitted to contribute a Re- 


publican Electoral vote under the system in 


the Southern States which Sherman helped 


to establish during the Hayes Administra- 


tion.

It will be observed from the above table 
that Mr. Sherman does not expect a soiitary 
vote from the doubtful States of New Jersey, 
Indiana, and Connecticut, or from what 
would be a doubtful State in the event of his 
nomination— California. In New York he 
claims but 10 of its 72 votes. His popularity 
in this almost indispensable State, even on 
his own showing, does not seem to be of the 
hopeful and enthusiastic kind. It. is proba- 
ble that his estimate greatly exaggerates his 
following in Pennsylvania and in Massachu- 
setts. Observe that he claims but two votes, 
those from Nevada, on the Pacific slope, and 
those are disputed. Senator Stewart said 
in-an interview at Washington some days 
ago that Mr. Sherman would not get 
a vote in the convention from the Pacific 
States, and that his nomination, on account 
of his pro-Chinese record, would make Cali- 
fornia and Nevada exceedingly doubtful for 
the Republicans. In the Republican States 
west of Ohio he claims but ten delegates— 


‘six of these from Nebraska, where he will 


probably not get more than two; and he 
claims two each from Kansas and Colorado, 
where he will be lucky if he gets one each. 
But the most remarkable feature of this 
claim is that nearly two-thirds of his esti- 
mated strength, or 2/8 votes out of 361, is 
from States where Mr. Sherman or any other 
Republican candidate cannot get one Elect- 
oral vote. Would it be wise to nominate a 
candidate so plainly lacking in popularity in 
those States that must be carried by the Re- 
publicans in order to win? The Southern 
delegates are so anxious to have their party 
again in possession of the offices that they 
will be apt to inquire pretty carefully as to 
the strength and availability of the respect- 
ive candidates in the ciose and doubtful 
States. 


PARTY PLATFORMS AND CANDIDATES. 

What is the purpose and significance of a 
National party platform and of a candidate’s 
letter of acceptance? According to the Re- 
publican doctrine of district representation 
it may be questioned whether a candidate 
for Congress is absolutely bound by the 
declarations of a National platform on a par- 
ticular question when they come in conflict 
with the views of a majority of his own local 
constituency. But beyond all question the 
platform 1s intended to bind, and does bind, 
the candidates for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, who stand immediately upon it and 
who are required in formal letters of accept- 
ance to accept the platform just as it is made 
for them and pledge themselves to its 
faithful support. That there may be no 
mistake the convention formally recites 
the principles, policies, and promises which 
the candidates are expected to support, and 
the latter put on record their acceptance of 
the commission so tendered. Whatever their 
personal opinions may be they must, as party 
candidates and. leaders, subscribe unre- 
servedly to the platform of the party. “ My- 
policy ” dictation died with Andy Johnson. 

The newspapers and politicians who are 
demanding that Judge Gresham shall come 
out with a my- policy“ declaration on the 
tariff are plainly insincere, not to say tricky. 
These persons know that he has been a 
straight Republican during all his manhood 
life. But candidates are not expected to 
make platforms before the meeting of a con- 
vention or accept nominations before they 
are offered, but they are required when tend- 
ered a commission pledging them te execute 
the ‘prescribed doctrines of the accompany- 
ing platform to say whether they will assume 
the obligation or not. 

The piatform adopted by a National con- 
vention constitutes the conditions on which 
a candidate receives his nomination. If he 
cannot accept the nomination as tendered 
him—if the conditions stated are not satis- 
factory—he is bound to decline and refuse 
the pledge and obligation sought to be put 
upon him. Hencea candidate who should 
come outin advance and announce the con- 
ditions on which he would accept a nomina- 
tion and thus attempt to make the platform 
and preclude the convention froth its proper 
work would display an ill sense of propriety, 
to say the least. It is safe to say that none 
of the Republican leaders who will be voted 
for in the Chicago Convention willdo any- 
thing of the sort. 

It is a matter of lite practical importance 
what may be the opinion of any of 
the candidates as to tme per cent of duty on 
imports needed to secure the American mar- 
ket to home manufacturers and afford ade- 
quate profits to capitalists. It is the duty of 
the convention to define the position of the 
party on this question, and the candidate 
selected will have nothing to do but accept

of a protective tariff. The only question for 
debate is as to the percentage of the duties 
and whether there shall be extra tariff for 
the sake of furnishing extra profits to capital- 
ists, and, if so, how much? On that question 
the convention must take its stand and de- 
fine the Republican position.

GRESHAM’S RECORD STANDS CRITICISMS. 

The Washington correspondent of the Mil- 
waukee Herold, the leading German Repub- 
lican daily of the Northwest, throws a flood 
of lighton the history of the maliciously 
meant but ridiculously ineffective campaign 
lie about Judge Gresham’s alleged connection 
with the Know-Nothing party away back 
thirty-four years ago. The correspondent, 
who thoroughly appreciates the animus of 
the fiction and who knows some of the par- 
ties” concerned in its concoction, says its 
authors expected that it would stampede the 
Germans especially, and that as it would in 
any event need explanation it could be used 
effectively by the anti-Gresham men, and 
would therefore materially injure the candi- 
dacy of Judge Gresham. The plotters 
and malignants are now equally disappointed 


Fand astonished that the Germans have taken 


no stock in the dug up-old story, that in spite 
of its persistent and extensive circulation 
tne German Republicans are practically a 
unit in favor of Judge Gresham’s nomina- 
tion, and that lots of independent and German 
Democrats have announced their inten tion 
to vote for him. “I have talked today,“ 
says the correspohdent, ‘“‘ with three promi- 
“nent Congressmen who are opposed to his 
[ Gresham's] nomination, and all of them ex- 
pressed astonishmeat at my declaration 
‘‘that German Republicans scout the charge 
“of Know-Nothingism against Gresham and 
“that every German Republican paper, 80 
“far as I know, supports him.“ 

The correspondent further caustically ob- 
serves that the three Congressmen he re- 
ferred to were not opposed to Judge Gresham 
because of his alleged Know-Nothingism. 
They have no feeling against him on that 
score, nor are they much opposed to Know- 
Nothingism in itself. They are opposed to 
Judge Gresham for reasons it would not 
be prudent or politic in them to explain. 
They oppose him, says the correspondent, 
„ because he is a foe to combines and monop- 
olies.“ This writer goes even further and 
says that all the opposition to him [Gresh- 


is worked up by their tools and agents.“ 

It certainly speaks well for Judge Gresh- 
am’s strength with the people and for his 
availability as a candidate that the Know- 
Nothing rothere referred tois the worst that 
resourceful and malignant enemies can suggest 
against him and that the old yarn has proved 
so utterly harmiess and unavailing among 
the people with whom it was so confidently 
hoped it would injure him. What other can- 
didate can present so unassailabie a record? 
Judge Gresham has been subjected in the 
preliminary canvass to such a raking fire of 
envious, jealous, and hostile criticism, ana 
bas passed so safely and so harmiesly through 
it, that the Democrats will be greatly at a 
loss to concoct campaign roorbachs against 
him. He has been tried and not found want- 
ing. 
AN ABSURD SIORY ABOUT BLAINE. 

What appears on the face of it to be an ab- 
surd story was put in circulation yesterday 
by some of the Sherman boomers to the ef- 
fect that Mr. Blaine has written a third let- 
ter of declination addressed to Mr. B. F. 
Jones of Pittsburg, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, to be read on the 
assembling of the Chicago Convention; that 
in this letter Mr. Blaine states that he will 
not accept a nomination if unanimously tend- 
ered to him; and, further, that he indicates 
Senator John Sherman for the position, and 
pledges his hearty support to the ticket if 
nominated. 

This story carries on its face its own con- 
tradiction. Thereisno known reason why 
Mr. Blaine should support John Sherman in 
preference to all the other candidates, or 
make him his “residuary legatee.” Sher- 
man was a candidate against Blaine in 1880, 
and again in 1884. He was early in the field 
against him for the nomination this year. 
His opposition to Blaine lost the latter the 
nomination in 1880. Sherman did not come 
to the support of Blaine in 1884 until his 
(Blaine's) nomination became a certainty 
without his help. The States that have been 
loyal to Blaine until his peremptory declina- 
tion have never given any considerable sup- 
port to Sherman. He has no appreciable 
strength in those States now except in Penn- 
syivania, where for family reasons the Cam- 
erons and their friends are for the Ohio Sen- 
ator. Perhaps the Sherman boomers imagine 
that for family reasons also and on the prin- 
ciple that blood is thicker than water 
Blaine is disposed to prefer Sherman to all 
his old reliable supporters. Or do they 
think that Blaine owes Sherman support on 
account of the great pecuniary sacrifices 
which Sherman made to insure Republican 
success in Ohio in October, 1884, when he 
contributed, as is reputed, the munificent 
sum of $100 to the campaign funds? Is it the 
belief of the boomers that the ties of blood 
and the claims of gratitude for this display 
of generosity should now make Bidine a 
Sherman partisan? Or is their belief in the 
third Blaine letter born of their hopes? Mr. 
Blaine sincerely desires the success of 
the Republican party this fall. He has re- 
peatedly said so. His own experience as a 

, candidate and as a public man can hardly 
persuade him that Sherman is a candidate 
whose nomination would insure success. 


THE SOCIETY SECRETARY'S RESIGNATION. 
It is all but officially announced that Secre- 
tary Whitney will retire from the Cabinet. 
The date of retirement is postponed to March 
next. That he will retire then is morally 
certain; but not by resignation. The proba- 
bility is that his withdrawal from the cares 
of the navy office is an event of nearer re- 
alization. He was appointed solely on ac- 
count of the money he contributed to the 
Cleveland campaign, literally buying his 
portfolio; and because of the “gentility” 
his society proclivities would lend to the 
Cleveland Administration, which otherwise 
had little to boast of in that way. In carry- 
ing out the sccial program implied in his ap- 
pointment Mr. Whitney has been an un- 
doubted success. His munificent hospitality, 
supported by Standard-Ou dividends, has 
won for him the adulation of all tne literary 
flunkies at the Capital; and the rumor. of 
his resignation is treated with a soberness 
and apparent regret which are hypocritical.

Mr. Whitney undoubt- 
edly went to Washington ambitious and ex- 
pectarit. He lias found the ashes in his 
apple and is ready to quit. 

Preéminently fitted for the vapidity and 
ostentation of social frivolity, he hag proved 
incapable or indifferent in the management 
of navy affairs. With little to do he has 
done less than he should havedone. The 
business of the department is in comparative 
chaos. He has not been found at his desk 
half the working period of the day. When 
there he has dawdled and dallied, receiving 
visitors who had no business at his office dur- 
ing working hours, and putting off from day 
to day those to whom he should have listened. 
As for Washington society, Mrs. Whitney is 
understood to have had more than enough of it, 
and to long now, like Mrs. Mackay, for Paris 
and London. In their ceremonious and gaudy 
environment she and the Secretary will be 
perfectly at home. Lite under the condi- 
tions to be procured in them by money in- 
volves nothing but the expenditure of money 
and the waste of vitality. It is intimated 
that Mr. Whitney will go abroad as a Minis- 
ter, periiaps, but it would not be prudent to 
wait for a commission until after March 4 
next. 


LOUISIANA’S RIGHTS ASSAILED. 

Senator Chandler's resolution looking to 
an investigation by the Senate to determine 
whether the State of Louisiana has a repub- 
lican form ot government or not contem- 
plates the protection of that Commonwealth 
in one of its most sacred rights. Surely 
there ought to be nothing in this resolution 
which the most bigoted State-rights advo- 
cate from the South cannot support. The 
Constitution expressly provides that the 
United States shall guarantee to every State 
in the Union a republican form of govern- 
ment and shall protect each of them against 
invasion.”” The duty of Congress to secure 
a State a republican form of government 
is as binding as the obligatipn to pro- 
tect it frominvasion. Congress, it must be 
observed, is not required simply to come to 
the relieLef a State or aid it, but to guarantee 
it a republican form of government. If 
under the forms of election popular govern- 
ment has been suppressed, and tiie rule of 
the State virtually put in the hands of a 
partisan oligarchy, Congress is bound to re- 
dress the wrong. Senator Gibson has just 
presented his credentials, claiming reélec- 
tion to the Senate from Louisiana, and under 
the circumstances the Senate may well in- 
quire whether the State that sends him to 
Washington has a republican form of gov- 
ernment, and whether the Legislature that 
elected him was itself created by a free bal- 
lot and a fair count. 

At the last election in Louisiana the 
Democratic candidate for Governor re- 
ceived 136,746 votes, whereas it 1s claimed 
that no candidate of the same party 
ever before received more than 88, 794. 
Four years ago Mr. Cleveland received only 
a little over 62,000, The last election in Lou- 
isiana shows other circumstances of singular 
and suggestive unanimity. In the Parish of 
Madison 3,530 votes were cast for one party 
and none for the other; in East Feliciana, 
2,276 to 5; in .Morehouse, 1,584 to 14; in 
Ouachita, 2,994 to 5; m Ténsas, 4,627 to 113. 
Facts like these can suggest nothing else 
than the destruction of a republican form of 
government in Louisiana and the domina- 
‘tion of the State by a party oligarchy. If 
the voice of the people of Louisiana is so 
completely smothered that no complaint is 
made of the virtual destruction of repubiican 
government and no appeal made to Congress 
for redress the matter vitally concerns other 
States nevertheless, and, if possible, action 
should be taken on their behalf. If by fraud a 
vote in Louisiana is made to count for twice as 
much in Congress or in the Electoral College 
as a vote in Lilinois or Wisconsin, the North- 
ern voter is in effect disfranchised to the ex- 
tent of half his vote. It is true the country 
has always sufferéd inequality of representa- 
tion, and the South has from the beginning 
usurped power at the expense of the North, 
but for that very reason the wrong should no 
longer be tolerated. Under the old system, 
which allowed representation for slaves, a 
Southern planter who owned a thousand 
bondmen cast one vote for himself and 600 
for his human chattels, and was thus in his 
own person equal to 601 voters at the North. 
While in the early part of the war it was 
only claimed that one Rebel could whip two 
or three Yankees, it was a fact that 
from the organization of the Government 
down to 1860 the owner of a thou- 
sand siaves was equal in voting power 
to 601 free men in the North. This monstrous 
wrong perished with slavery, but inequality 
of representation and Southern usurpgtion 
of power still exist in a lessened degree, 

If the Senate can find any remedy for the 
wrong evidenced by che last election in Louisi- 
ana it is bound to apply it. The obligation to 


guarantee Louisiana a republican form of 


government is positive, and the Senate 
should ask only to have sorfie feasible mode 
of action pointed out. The outrage is feit 
not only by Louisiana but by ail other States, 
and the Senate should pot deny any practi- 
cable redress. 


EVASIONS OF THE INTER-STATE ACT. 
In support of his proposed amendments to 


the Inter-State Commerce act Senator Cul-. 


lom stated that the practice of underbilling, 
by which freight that should come in one 
class was entered in a lower classification, 
„ nad increased enormously since the Inter- 
State act took effect, and was as clearly un- 
lawrful as the payment of rebates or dis- 
crimination by any other device.” To the 
same effect is the statement of Commissioner 
Fink of the Trunk Line Association that un- 
derbilling has greatly increased and has in 
a great measure taken the place of the pay- 
ment of rebates.“ The fraud of under- 
weighing or falsely billing\goods is pecul- 
jarly difficult of detection when the 
railroad officials and the favored ship- 
pers act in collusion, as is usual 
ly the case. It cannot be doubted, 
however, that the fraud is often practiced by 
shippers without the knowledge or conniv- 
ance of railroad officials. It would be impos- 
sible to weigh and inspect goods at every 
point where they are offered for shipment 
without greatly impeding and delaying trans- 
portation, and hence fh many cases the rail- 
roads are bound to accept the shipper’s state- 
ment as to the weight and character of his 
freight. The proposed amendmentsto the 
Inter-State act recognize these facts and 
make both shipper and carrier responsi- 
bie where the offense is joint and punish the 
shipper alone where it is individual. Impris- 
onment as well as fine is provided for the 
punishment of unlawful discrimination. Ex- 
perience has shown that some such provis- 
ions as these are needed to give the Inter- 
State act full force and effect. a 

Another amendment which Senator Cul- 
lom reports favorably from the Senate com- 
mittee requires the railroads to give three 
days’ notice of a reduction in rates. Atpres- 
ent ten days’ notice is required of an advance 
in rates, but tariffs may be lowered without 


any notification to the public. The result is. 


that favored shippers are secretly in formed 


rates. Practically the effect is the same as 


giving the favored shipper a special rate or 
paying him a rebate. The requirement of 
three days’ public notice of reductions would 
correct this sort of discrimination. One ship- 
per could not then be charged a high rate 


‘while an hour later another would get the 


benetit of a low charge for which he had 
been waiting for days in pursuance of pri- 
vate information given him by railroad offi- 
cials. 

It must be regretted that in proposing 
amendments to the Inter-State act the Sen- 


ate Commerce Committee cannot suggest 


some megns to secure the better enforce- 
ment by the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
siou of the law already provided. While Sen- 
ator Cullom and Commissioner Fink concur 
in stating that underbilling is being perpe- 
teated to “an alarming extent,” no one has 
yet been punished for such an offense. Such 
practices are clearly punishable as the law 
now stands. While the Inter-State act may 
be properly strengthened and amended in 
the particulars suggested, the great need 
seems to be not so much for more law as for 
the enforcement of that already enacted but 
left unexecuted by the Inter-State Commis- 
sion.

New York, June 13.—The Inter-State Com- 
merce Committee met today in the Federal 
Building to consider the application of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for a modification of 
the order of the commission of March 8, and 
the other to hear the complaint of the 
Produce Exchange concerning the export 
rates on grain. The committeemen present 
were Judge J. M. Cooley, Chairman; W. R. 
Morrison, A. Schoonmaker, W. L. Bragg, 
and A. F. Walker. Messrs. Wayne MacVeach, 
Frank Loomis, James A. Buchanan, Mr. Lay- 
lor Pryne, and George C. Greene of Buffalo 
represented the interests of the different 
railroads. Commissioner Fink was present 
in the capacity of a witness. 

The defendants against whom action was 
directed by the Produce Exchange were: 
The New York Central & Hudson River, the 
Michigan Central, the Lake Shore & Michi 


gan Southern, the Chicago & Grand Trunk, + 


the Great Western of Can the New York, 
Lake Erie & Western, the Chicago & Atlan- 
tic, the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio, the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis, the West 
Shore, the Delaware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern, the Grand Trunk of Canada, the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, the Pennsyl- 
vania, the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis, 
the Wabash Western, the Baltimore & Ohio, 
the Philadelphia & Reading, and the Central 
Railroad of New 2 

Taking the cause of complaint out of the 
hundreds of es of legal verbiage and put- 
ting it into English it means simply that 
these railroads are charged with unjustly dis- 
criminating against New York and in favor 
of the foreign merchant in the matter of 
transportation charges. In other words, the 
English merchant can buy a barrel ot hour 
in Chicago and ha ve it delivered in Liverpool 
or Glasgow cheaper than the New York mer- 
chant can get it. 

the Produce Exchange, the petitioners or 
complainants, was represen by William 
R. Foster Ir. and John D. Kernan. With 
zem was associated Mr. Silas W. Pettit, 
who appeared for the Commercial Exchange 
of Philadelphia, the members of which 
joined in the complaint. A joint answer was 
put in by the New York, Lake Erie & Western 
and the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio 
Railroad Companies. 

After the committee had temporarily dis- 
posed Of a private petition against the Penn- 
syivania ny in which the same princi- 

ie was involved, the case of the Produce 
xchange against the trunk line roads was 
taken up. On this subject Albert Fink said 
‘privately that each trunk line would stand 
on its own bottom and make its own defense. 
Each road, ho said, made its own contracts. 

Mr. Foster on behalf of the petitioners 
briefly stated the burden of the complaint. 
He said in substance that in consequence of 
the discrimination against this city by the 
trunk lines in favor of freights for Europe 
the business of the members of the Produce 
Exchange during the last winter had been 
almost at a standstill, and there had been 
times when it would have been cheaper to 
import the Western products from Eu 
than to buy them direct and pay the freight 
to this city. Mr. Foster said what was want- 
ed was a trafiic law that would prevent such 
unjust discrimination. 

Then a long discussion took place on the 
stipulation or statement of facts which the 
Produce Exchange desired the railroads to 
assent to before going into the evidence. 

Juage Cooley saia the mmission had 
already heid that the compafiies might be re- 
quired to state what the apportionment of a 
through rate was for any given distance of 
that through rate. On the other hand, if a 
continuous rate was reasonably fair it could 
not be shown to be unfair by showing that 
the rate was low for a part of the distance. 

An adjournment was suggested to enable 
the representatives of the railroads to agree 
to certain facts and thus save time, but the 
proposition did not find favor with the law- 
yers, and Pool-Commissioner Fink was cailed 
to the stand.

The Friends of Senator Allison Fearful ofa 
Stam pede. 

Council Bluffs Nonpareil: It cannot be 
denied that the candidacy of Judge Gresh- 
am has assumed astonishing proportions al- 
ready. But afew weeks since the Chicago 
papers took up his name and began to advocate 
bis qualities for the Republican nomination. 
So long as there appeared to be any hope of 
Mr. Biaine’s acceptance Judge Gresham did 
not grow rapidly, although his peculiar fit- 
ness for the office of President had begun to 
manifest itself to the country. But as 
soon as Blaine renounced all idea of ac- 
cepting the nomination, and his friends be- 
came convinced after his letters that he 
would not accept the nomination, a stam- 
pede, so to speak, was made to three men, 
Allison, Depew, and Gresham. Owing: to 
the fact that Gresham had the Chicago pa- 
pers as his champions—a tremendous fac- 
tor in itself--ne has apparently grown faster 
as a candidate in public favor than the two 
mentioned. All sections of the country see 
in him a clear-headed, big-hearted, able gen- 
tleman with public experience suflicient 
to make him a most acceptable President. 
He comes from the State of Lincoln and 


Grant, which to a great many peo- 
ple meats much. There is a sort 
of shibboleth to his name, which, 


coupled with his former history, makes 
him a powerful and magnetic factor in this 
race. We admit this fact, and while we are 
for Senator Allison, and we believe him to 


de the candidate best equipped for the race 


against Cleveland, yet we tear the Gresham 
boom more than the boom of Sherman or 
Depew, vastly more. There is danger that 
this enthusiasm for Gresham may assume 
the form of a panic, and carry the ee 
off their feet before opportunity has n 
ven to canvass the splendid abilities of 
Ur. Allison and the practicability of his 
nomination. The Iowa delegates should be- 
ware of the infecuon which imposing parades 
and eloquent speeches will have, for Gresh- 
am will have all them. They must stand by 
Allison and check any impetuous tide that 
may from the start be directed toward Judge 
Gresham. He has everything in his favor. 
A splendid organization at home, a powerful 
newspaper bureau to advocate his claims 
the convention is held in his home city, an 
his people and State are enthusiastic for 
him. These conditions put outside candi- 
dates at a disadvantage and cause us to fear 
that the Gresham men may organize the con- 
vention.

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FEARS OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


NEW ENGLAND SENATOKS DISCUSS 
THE FISHERIES TREATY. 


Mr. Hale, Aided by Mr. Hoar and Others, 
Denounces English Aggressions—Jute 
Bags Placed on the Free List and Tin- 
Plate Discussed in the House—Items of 
Interest from the Post-Office Depart- 


ment—Charges Against Cupt. Selfridge 
Not Sustained. 


WasHinerton, D. C., June 13.—In the Sen- 
ate, Mr. Sherman, from tne Committee on 
Foreign Relations, reported a concurrent res- 
olutuon - requesting the President to invite 
from time to ume, as fit occasions may arise, 
negotiations with any Government with 
which the United States has diplomatic rela- 
tions to the end that any differences between 
the two Governments which cannot be ad- 
justed by diplomatic agencies may be re- 
ferred to arbitration and may be peacefully 
adjusted by such means. The resolution was 
placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Hale called up Mr. Morgan’s resolution 
as to the fishery treaty and proceeded to ad- 
dress the Senate on the subject. He de- 
clared that the fishermen would agree to no 
surrender in this matter; that their voice 
Was all one way and was against the treaty, 
Not a vessel haa sailed from Provincetown, 
Gloucester, Marblehead, Portland, Castine, 
or Booth Bay since the treaty whose master 
and crew had not sent back an execrating 
protest against the treaty. Bad as were the 
old conditions, beset.as they were with an- 
noyances; and troubles, and dangers, they 
had been better than the treaty. He gave it 
as his conviction that the desire of the 


4 Canadians to have the American market 


opened free to their fish was at the bottom 
of all the trouble. Ever since the Dominion 
was formed (twenty years ago) a steady 
purpose haa been pursued by the Canadian 
autnorities to the detriment of the commerce, 
trade, and business of the United States. 

Mr. Hale spoke of the enormous subsidies 
to the Canadian Pacific Railroad Company— 
subsidies compared to which the aids grant- 
ed by the United States to the Pacific Rail- 
road Companies sank into insignificance; 
and said the course of Great Britain in that 
matter ought to be watched with jealous 
scrutiny by every American Administration. 
Any Administratuon that was derelict in that 
matter ought to be condemned by the Amer- 
ican people because unpatriotic want of 
jealous scrutiny inte whai was going on in 
Canada. That ad (the Canadian 
Pacitic) shored by colossal Government aids 
had been built for two purposes, military and 
commercial. Everything involved in the 
Monroe doctrine was involved in that ques- 
tion, and yet no attention was paid to it. The 
Canadian Pacific Railroad, owing the life 
that wag in it to Government aid, had not 
been constructed under such circumstances 
as American railroads. Wherever an Amer- 
ad was built civilization followed; 
towns sprang up almost as fast as tbe 
rails were laid, and cities arose which 
had been the marvels of the age. The 
Canadian Pacific, on tne contrary, ran for 
hundreds of miles — a waste places and 
had been pushed forward, not by the growth 
of business, but by the rich hand of the Gov 
ernment. In this connection Mr. Hale criti- 
cised the action of the Treasury De ment 
in giving transportation in bond priv- 
ileges to the Canadian Pacific and to the 
steamship line between San Francisco and 
Vancouver, under which they carried freight 
nine-tenths of which would otherwise and 
naturally pass over American lines. 

Mr. Hale also referred to the discrimina- 
tions made nat the United States on the 


the Canadian side, passed free of tax. as 
there uny Senator, he asked, no matter what 
his party affiliations were, who did not feel a 
restiveness of spirit over such an exaction, 
and at its being tolerated and acquiesced in! 
He declared that mere never ought to be a 
negotiation between the two countries that 
did not take into account that sore griev- 
ance. And yet the Americin negotiators 
had not been permitted to bring up that sub- 
ject and make it a part of the convention. 

Mr. Blair said he would like to have Mr. 
Hale's view upon the subject of the fortifica- 
tions being erected by the British Govern- 
ment on the Pacific coast—whether they 
were being erected with a view to future 
warlike conditions. 

Mr. Hale replied that he did not believe 
that any wise British statesman contempiat- 
ed, with any feeling except apprehension, an 
armed conflict with the United States, But 
the things that were going on, such as that 
to which the Senator from New Hampshire 
alluded, were in the line ot Great Britain’s 
course always. She was, after the fashion 
commended and counseied in the Proverbs, 
„% Provident for the future.“ 

Mr. Blair asked whether, with the naval 
preparations of Great Britain ard the fortifi- 
cation of harbors on the Pacific coast, the 
British Power would not be in a position 
when any trifling dispute arose between the 
two countries to sweep American interests 
from the coast. 

Mr. Hale replied that the Senator could 
draw his own conciusions. It had seemed to 
him a remarkable spectacle and an anom- 
alous condition, that in such an emergency a 
solid array of Senators on the ower side of 
the Chamber should take the ground that 
the treaty was satisfactory for the day; that 
under it American rights were properly se- 
cured; ana that it was a praiseworthy and 
patriotic result of an important negotiation. 

Mr. Hoar called Mr. Hale's attention to a 
contract which the British Government had 
just made for a ship railway between the 
of Fundy and the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
which was to convey vessels of 2,700 enor | 
and by which any number of gunboats coul 
pe conveyed into the lakes sufficient to com- 
mand them. 

Mr. Hale thought the matter alluded to an 
important one, but did not discuss it fur- 
He believed that the treaty would 
fail. He was not one of those who be- 
lieved that the subject matters which had 
a growing importance touching the re. 
lations between the United States and 
Canada, and therefore Great Britain, would 
be ultimately settled without further negoti- 
ation. He could not say why it was that the 
American negotiators, who were able, and 
honest, and patriotic men, had yieiaed and 
had accepted such atreaty. He did not sup- 
pose that anybody believed that the treaty 
would be ratified by the Senate. He feared 
that mischief enough would grow out of it 
in any subsequent negotiations. He feared 
that American negotiators in the future 
would be hampered and embar 
by the concessions made in the treaty. In 
conclusion he thanked the Senate for its at- 
tention ana said that he had endeavored to 
present some of the considerations which 
made the American people dissatisfied with 
the treaty and made them feel that the ne- 
gotiators on the other side had gained an ad- 
vantage over the Amer negotiators.

Evansville (Ind.) Journal: The Know-Noth- 
ing craze raged the most violently in the year 
1854, when Indiana was carried by the Peo- 
ple's party” by a large majority. This re- 
sult was aided by the prevailling indignation 
that resulted from the repeal of the Missouri 
Compromise and the effort to extend slavery 
into Kansas and Nebraska. There was an 
obliteration of old party lines. Many former 
Democrats, prominent men, came into the 
new organization and helped to make it a 
tremendous power. 

The Know-Nothing sentiments attributed 
tu Judge Gresham are said to have been ut- 
tered by John M. Wilson of New Albany, 
whoran for Congress against William 
English about the year 1854.

Resolved, That the National Committee of the 
Irish Natiqnal League of America renews its as- 
surance of fidelity to the Irish National League 
and pledges its continued support to the parent 
organization. The official deelarations of the Irish 
National League and of its parliamentary rep- 
resentatives ure hereby cordially ana unqual- 
ifiedly indorsed. The congratulations of its 
American auxillary are tendered to the Irish Na- 
tional League for the fidelity with which it as- 
serts and champions the principle that the Irish 
people are the only authority to govern Ireland, 
to formulate the pohey and to determine the 
political course which should be pursued by the 
Irish * in their struggle for self-govern- 
ment. is earnestly appeals to the 
friends of Ireland and to all lovers of jus- 
tice and liberty to maintain the league 
2 ——7— and to suffer no relaxation in the 
efforts to support the Irish people in the con- 
test which they are waging with such admirable 
discipline and heroic determination against odds 
so uneven and so brutal.

THE RECORDER HAD A RIGHT TO 
CONTROL IT. 
ae — 

But Now the State Law Has Settled the 
Matter—A Decision on an Old Point— 
A Lady Who Takes Her Dog into 4 
Divorce Court—The Rev. Dr. Mandeville 
Wants $25,000 Damages for Injuries 

from a Falling Wooden Horse. 


In February, 1886, the County Commissioners 
passed a resolution excluding all the abstract- 


‘makers from the use of the Recorder's office, and 


thereupon the Recorder notified Handy & Co. 
and the other abstractmakers that he would be 
compelied to deny them access to tue original 
instruments and records of his office. There- 
upon Handy & Co, and the other abstractmakers 
filed bills to restrain the Recorder trom exelud- 
ing them from his office. After a trial before 
Judge Shepard a decree was entered making the 
injunction perpetual. 

An appeal was taken by the Recorder and 
County Commissioners to the Appellate Court. 
Yestarday Judge McAllister filed an opinion, in 
which it is held that the order of the County 
Commissioners was void and that the abstract- 
makers were entitled to an injunction restrain- 
ing the County Commissioners from enforcing 
the order. As to the Recorder the decree of the 
lower court was reversed, the court holding that 
the Recorder was the custodian of the records of 
his office ana, in the absence of any statute on 
the subject, hadaright to regulate their use, 
The opinion expressly states that as the bill was 

led prior to the passage of the act on the sub- 

t passed at the last session of the Legisiature 
such act could not be considered in the case. 

The decision, however, is of no practical im- 
portance at the present time. since the Legislat- 
ure, at the last session, passed an act which pro- 
vides as follows: 

All records, indices, abstract and other books 
kept in the office of any Recorder, and all mstru- 
ments filed for record therein, shall, during office 
hours, be open for N inspection and exam- 
ination; and 1 persons shall have 
free access for inspection and examina- 
tion to such records, indices, books and in- 
struments, which the Recorder shall be bound to 
exhibit to those who wish to inspect or examine 
the same; and all persons shall have the right to 
take memoranda and abstracts thereof without 
fee or reward.“ 

Under this section the abstractmakers have a 
right to pursue their business in the Recorder's 
office in the same manner as heretofore. 


She Had Her Dog with Her. 

Mrs. Frances M. Ewens created some amuse- 
ment in Judge Collins’ court when she appeared 
for a divorce from John P. Ewens, accompanied 
by a water spuniel.

The indica- 
tions now are, however, that they 
will not stand by that resolution, but 
will cut through rates and violate the law as re- 
gards local rates. The Wisconsin Central de-

It is not probable that the Chicago & North- 
western and Milwaukee & St. Paul will permit 
the new lines to control the threugh trafic. 
This will make the rate to all ints south and 
west of St. Paul materially higher than the 
through rates to St. Paul, and the merchants at 
those points will undoubtedly bring suit against 
the roads for violating the Inter-State Commerce 
law. It is not probable that the Inter-State 
Commissioners or the courts will accept the 

plea of the roads that they are justified in mak- 

g St. Paul rates from 0 to W per cent less 

than intermediate stations on account of the 
Lake Superior competition, There is no lake 
competition between Chicago and St, Paul, and 
the low through rates between the two points 
are simply the result of a fight between the Bur- 
lington & Northern and the other Northwestern 
roads. The railroads are pursuing a short-sight- 
ed policy in this matter. By keeping up high 
local rates and making low rates on through 
traffic they arouse a feeling of hostility that may 
result in a reduction in rates by the Railroad 
Commissioners. The railroads are now pleading 
with the lowa Commissioners.
